Twenty-five additional levee guards 
were asked by 200 famtlte* living in 
the 30,000 acre Lima Lake and Hunt 
regions IO m iles upriver from Quin­ 
cy, IIL, where conditions cauaed the 
greatest concern. 
A single break In 
the dykes of either district w ill flood 
the entire area causing damage es­ 
tim ated at approxim ately $1,000,000. 
Flood damage extending on both 
side* of the M ississippi as far south 
as Arkansas and southern K entucky 
wa* nntlclpated after the 
w eather 
bureau’s w arnings were broadcaat. 
Th* Missouri river, rising steadily 
throughout the state, w ee expected 
to eject an undeterm ined number of 
fainill«>s from waterfronts at H anni­ 
bal , St. Charles and other eastern 
Missouri pointe.
